They had answered their 
purpose, and I considered them as be­ 
longing to me, as much my property 
as the coat on my back.

THAW DECLARED SANE. 


Lunacy C o m m issio n R eturns a Unani­ 
mous Report. 
Now York, April 5 — H a r r y K Thaw 
was declared sane bv the unanimous 
report of the commission In lunacy ap­ 
pointed

Justice Fitzgerald reminded Mr. Je­ 
r o m e that he had waived the statutory 
right of attending the last session of 
the commission by suggesting himself 
t h a t all 
the attorneys 
be excluded 
from the sitting In question. 
He then 
g ran ted the district atto rn e y an ad­ 
journm ent until Monday m orning next 
in o rd er that he might h av e time to 
p re p a re ills application to the appel­ 
late 
division. 
Mr. Je ro m e 
protested 
th a t the time was not sufficient, but 
J u stic e Fitzgerald cut him short with 
t h e announcem ent that tire trial must 
be concluded forthwith. 
Expected to Confirm Report. 


Unless Mr. Jerome should secure a

Ju stic e Fitzgerald is
